Rather than reading about law and gov- 
ernment in books, students who participated 
in the Youth in Government’s Model Ju- 
diciary program and Model General Assem- 
bly learned abut them first hand by assuming 
the roles of lawyers and government officials. 

The Model Judiciary Pro- 
gram begins each year in Jan- 
uary in the county’s local 
courts.
